You  are  hereb\'  notified  to  meet  at  Odd  Fellows  Hall  in 
said  Eaton  on  Tuesday,  the  Thirteenth  da\  of  March  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  \ear 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same.  Including  Town  Officers'  salaries. 
Town  Officers'  expenses,  election  and  registration  expenses, 
Town  Hall  expense.  Fire  Department,  Town  maintenance, 
general  expenses  of  highway  department,  street  lighting, 
library,  town  poor,  old  age  assistance,  health  department, 
cemeteries,  interest  on  temporary  loan,  town  road  aid. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  if  necessary. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Tow  n  will  vote  to  repair  the  Tractor 
and  Snow  plow  and  make  appropriation  for  same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  w  ill  vote  to  purchase  any  new^ 
snow  removal  equipment  and  make  appropriation  for  same 
and  sell  or  trade  any  old  equipment. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  make  contracts  with  any  person  or  persons  for 
plowing  roads. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  United  States 
membership  in  a  general  system  of  international  coopera- 
tion, such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Confer- 
ence, having  police  power  to  maintain  the  peace  of  the 
world.
